lN NO highway in all the state of Mich­ 
igan is there greater activity, looking 
to pavement construction, than on PS-2 
between Escanaba and St. Ignace. 
Before 
the close of another construction season 
the pavement between Escanaba and Man­ 
istique will be fully completed and. unless 
unforseen hindrances develop, before the 
close of 1937 the entire route between E s­ 
canaba and St. Ignace will he a solid rib­ 
bon of concrete. A considerable portion of 
this mileage is already under contract for 
grade construction and contracts have al­ 
ready been let, or will be awarded within 
!he next few months for actual pavement 
building. 
So It now appears that a dream 
of years, held by many forward looking 
citizens of this portion of tho peninsula.

H E N the fog of depression clears— 
and It will clear as surely as the sun 
drives away the mists— and we get the 
true perspective of present events, it will 
be plain to all that the people of the Up­ 
per Peninsula are trying to do as they 
would be done by.

For another instance, the building con­ 
struction industry undoubtedly furnishes 
more labor per dollar of expenditure thai 
nearly any other large industry.

which has recovered least, thus far.

T he fact is the heavy goods industries

erating at only f>2 per cent normal. Their 
output is only 36 per cent of the total 
national production, whereas in 1023-'25 
they produced about 50 per cent of na­ 
tional production. 
And it is in these in ­ 
dustries that the great bulk of unemploy­ 
m ent lies today. 
Also if you base your production, em ­ 
ployment and payroll figures on 1929 
IOO (instead of 1 9 2 3 - ’25 
averages, 
on 
which the official figures are based), 
will get an entirely different answer. T 
tiring 1929 as IOO for all three, you "ill 
find that production during this year ha- 
averaged around 73 per cent normal, em ­ 
ployment 78 per cent and payrolls 63 p i 
cent. 
Thus, on a 1929 base, you find that ex­ 
isting employment is even nearer normal 
than production and the disparity or both 
w ith payrolls is lessened.

T hese figures do not mean that there 
has been no replacement of workers by 
machines. 
Nor do they indicate t it a t the 
recent increase in number of employable-

W h a t they seem to say clearly is that 
an improvement in durable goods indus­ 
tries is needed as much as an XRA to cor­ 
rect the existing diskparity in employment 
and payrolls.

Michigan Plan Will Be 
Submitted Soon for 
Approval

WASHINGTON— Early approv­ 
a l of Michigan’s old ago assistance 
plan, not yet submitted, by th e 
Social Security Board can bo ex­ 
p e c te d so th a t Michigan will he 
Able to get federal ald as soon as 
Congress appropriates the funds. 
This means t h a t federal ald up to 
$15 a month will be given to the 
etate for each needy person of 70 
(years of age (after 19 40 the age 
req u irem en t will be reduced to 65 
y e a rs). 
T he sta te law provides a 
like amount. 
A rth u r J. Altmeyer, member of 
t h e federal board, says that Mich­ 
ig a n ’s plan has not been present­ 
ed to the board, but that a com­ 
parison of the state laws with the 
federal 
act 
makes it apparent 
what changes m ust be made be­ 
fore th e aged, the blind, the crip­ 
pled children, dependent children, 
those eligible to apply for child 
■welfare, m aternity and infant wel­ 
fare, vocational reeducation bene­ 
fits can receive federal ald. 
A 
state plan for each of these can 
bo presented and acted upon sep­ 
arately.

The second question Is found 
in the statement referring to a 
person receiving assistance who 
is an inm ate of a charitable insti­ 
tution. 
It would seem th a t the 
federal act which reads that fed­ 
eral assistance may not be paid to 
"a n inmate of a public institu­ 
tion” would m ake a conflict. 
Must Be Citizens 
This 
Is 
im portant, 
according 
again to the preliminary report of 
th e legal division of the federal 
board, to ascertain the amount the 
federal government pays the state 
but not necessary for a decision to 
its conformity with federal law. 
If Michigan provides for assist­ 
ance beyond that contemplated by 
federal act, it is a m atter of state 
policy over which the federal gov­ 
e rnm ent has no control. 
Michigan, quite in accordance 
with the act, provides that the ap ­ 
plicant be a citizen of the United 
States, have state residence of 5 
of 
the 
immediate 
preceding 9 
years and continuous residence in 
th e state for I year next preced­ 
ing application. 
It has hut a sin­ 
gle agency, the old age assistance 
bureau of the State Welfare De­ 
partment. 
It provides for a h e a r­ 
ing for those denied assistance and 
at the death of the person receiv­ 
ing assistance gives to the U. S. 
Treasury from the estate th e pro­ 
portion of federal contribution re­ 
quired.

NEW DEAL SLIP 


Straw Vote May Have 
Effect on Attitude 
in Washington

important nowadays than speeches 
from the opposition is the effect 
of the results of straw' votes on 
an administration in power. 
Unquestionably, the 
Literary 
Digest s canvass 
of 
IO,ooh.OOO 
voters is going to have a definite 
effect on the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration’s attitude toward 
many 
public questions. 
The first results of the poll, 
which show 53.2 per cent against, 
tho New Deal and 4 6.7 in favor of 
it, do not necessarily mean, 
of 
course, that the Republicans will 
elect a President. 
The question 
asked was whether the voters now 
approve the policies of Mr. Roose­ 
velt, but presidential elections are 
not decided th a t way. 
W hat the 
voters are asked in a formal elec­ 
tion is whether they prefer one 
candidate to the other. 
Doesn’t Mean Votes 
Thus, many voters might dis­ 
approve of Mr. Roosevelt, indeed 
a larger num ber might disapprove 
than approve, but, in casting a 
ballot, they might also feel that 
tho alternative offered them 
in 
the Republican platform and can­ 
didate is still more unsatisfactory. 
In many an election, the choice 
for large groups of voters is often 
between two sets of negative a tti­ 
tudes. 
This will 
be 
especially 
true in 1936 with respect to the 
so-called liberal or radical vote. 
Mans of the radicals are displeas­ 
ed with Mr. Roosevelt’s policies. 
If they got straw' votes, they would 
certainly register on the "N o ” bal­ 
lots. 
But would they vote for a 
Republican of the 
conservative 
type? 
Take, for example, the people 
wiio believe in the Townsend plan 
of old age pensions. They do not 
think Mr. Roosevelt’s social secur­ 
ity plan is adequate. 
This one 
item might influence their ballot­ 
ing today, but the opposing can­ 
d i d a t e next year might bo even 
more unsatisfactory to them. 
Decline Natural 
The main value of the poll now 
being taken is t hat it w'ill reveal 
to the administration that 
the 
American people are by no means 
as solidly behind New Deal poli­ 
cies as they were. 
Any alert political mind, under 
such circumstances, will seek to 
find out the causes for such fall­ 
ing off in an administration’s pop­ 
ularity. 
The veteran observers of 
such trends will say (hat there is 
nothing unusual in a decline of 
prestige or popularity as an a d ­ 
ministration finds itself compelled 
to make decisions that affect vari­ 
ous groups adversely. 
The Roosevelt 
administration 
lias alienated many different ele­ 
ments in the electorate, not p u r­ 
posely, of course, but in the pur­ 
suit of what it believed to be the 
greatest good for 
tho 
greatest 
number. 
Political ju d g m en t 
Is 
right or wrong 
depending 
on 
whether it appraises 
accurately 
what really is the greatest good 
for the greatest number. 
The existence of a conservative 
trend in the Eastern states is ta k ­ 
en for granted even among 
tho 
Democrats. 
The more or less con­ 
servative wing inside the Demo­ 
cratic party has been trying to toll 
the young and inexperienced New 
Dealers that such a turn was in­ 
evitable and that, hence, erratic 
policies which unnecessarily dis­ 
turb the economic situation are 
not conducive to an adm inistra­ 
tion’s popularity. 
May Misread R e su lts 
A significant turn-about, for in­ 
stance, in the position of the New 
Deal here is to be noted iii tile a t ­ 
titude expressed toward 
utilityl 
holding companies th at fail 
to | 
register. 
Formal announcement J 
has ju st been made that criminal 
proceedings will not he started 
while the constitutional tests are 
being made on civil grounds. This 
Is wholly different from tile atti­ 
tude that, a year ago, or even last 
sum mer, might have been taken. 
The disposition to recognize that 
court tests are the equal right of 
everybody is growing and it is al­ 
so certain that, In deciding 
to 
impose no harassing tactics, tho 
administration realized timt utili­ 
ties a re p a rt of the heavy industry 
drive being made just now to cre­ 
ate m o re employment. 
If th e Digest poll should con­ 
tinue to show an adverse senti­ 
ment, or if the results are not 
materially changed and tho ulti-J 
m ate balloting is indicative of a 
drop in administration p o p u la r-1 
ity, th e Democrats in 
Congress! 
who come up for election in N o - 1 
vember, 1936, will likewise try i 
to trim their sails according 
to I 
the political winds th at appear to, 
be blow'ing. 
Tile Republicans, on 
the o th er hand, may misread the 
results. 
They may consider that 
anybody can 
he 
elected, 
und, j 
hence, th ey will not give due con­ 
sideration to the type of man who 
ought to be nominated on an op­ 
position ticket. 
It Is one thing 
to express disapproval of the New 
Deal, but it is quite another for 
the sam e voters to accept any­ 
body who is offered as an alter­ 
native.

NEW MACHINES 


Dr. Shaw Says Inmates 
Should Go Back to 
Hand Labor

23 </P)— Tho 
State Prison Commission looked 
backward today in its quest for 
an answer to the unemployment 
problem. 
Dr. William T. Shaw, of L an­ 
sing, chairman of the Commission 
and a local banker, took the old­ 
fashioned 
viewpoint 
on 
power j 
lawnmowers, farm tractors, pow- 
er-driven plows, machine-cut uni­ 
forms. and modern factory m eth­ 
ods. 
“ If I had my way, I’d turn back 
the pages about 40 years aud put 
everybody 
to 
work 
with 
his 
hands,” declared Dr. Shaw. 
“ It is not too far-fetched to pic­ 
ture our prison Inmates sitting at 
hand looms or pounding out their; 
own 
flour 
with 
a mortar and j 
pestle.” 
W arning to W ardens 
The Prison Commission chair­ 
m a n ’s comment following a con­ 
ference with Governor Fitzgerald 
came as a w arning to prison war­ 
dens eager to install new equip­ 
ment to innovate new industries 
vo replace those strangled by tho 
jftUunshaw Act adopted by the 1935 
Cogislature, 
The act prevents the 
prisons from producing goods in 
competition 
with 
private indus- 
t ties. 
“ We may find it necessary to 
dispose of some of the modern 
machinery 
we 
have 
already 
bought,” Dr. Shaw 
said. 
“ We 
probably will move many of the 
labor-saving devices 
from 
state 
prisons to other state-operated in­ 
stitutions where labor is hired by 
the public pocketbook.” 
The Governor, at the confer­ 
ence 
attended 
by 
George R. 
Thompson, 
State Budget Direc­ 
tor. Shaw, and Carlyle A. Gray. 
Director of Prison Industries, in­ 
sisted that work bo found for idle 
prisoners to prevent troubles and 
unrest. 
He insisted that expen­ 
ditures 
for 
new 
equipment he 
kept at a minimum. 
Milke Farm s Rigger 
The prison Commission chair­ 
man suggested 
that 
the 
prison 
farms be enlarged by renting a d ­ 


ditional lands, that the old horse- 
drawn plow and the spade 
re­ 
place the modern tractor. 
and 
that the haud-scissors replace the 
cutting plants in the overall fac­ 
tory. 
“ We must reverse the methods 
of modern production, 
overlook 
the element of profit, and put as 
many men to work as possible in 
the place of machines.” he declar­ 
ed. 
The Chairman 
explained that 
the Commission may refuse to buy 
any of the new items of equip- 
• ment for the prison industries on 
which it opened bids two weeks 
ago. 
The items consisted of a 
soap plant, a paint and varnish 
plant, a printing shop, and a flour 
and feed mill for the Michigan 
reformatory at Ionia and a woolen 
mill for the State prison of South­ 
ern Michigan. 
He explained that the Commis­ 
sion had asked for the bids to ob­ 
tain information on the cost of 
putting idle prisoners to 
work 
The suggestion that the new in­ 
dustries he installed has brought 
wide protest. 
The State, under 
the new law, must dispose of its 
prison-made products to State de­ 
partments only. 
“ We have approximately 7.000 
prisoners iii state 
institutions.” 
Shaw explained. 
“ If we bought 
all 
this 
new 
equipment 
and 
launched the untried enterprises 
we would not 
put 
more 
than 
2,000 men to work. 
Our problem 
is to find hand labor projects." 
The new equipment would cost 
approximately 
$400,000. 
and 
'thompson 
warned 
the Commis­ 
sion it would 
be 
stretching its 
budget to buy the necessary ma­ 
chinery to launch the new imlu- 
tries.

The area In ques­ 
tion contained IO percent of the 
city’s population. 
It was found

felonies, misdemeanors and juve­ 
nile delinquency, maintaining tile 
city hospital, caring for venereal 
disease, distributing public poor 
relief, caring for insanity, extin 
guishing fires, and 
maintaining 
the 
family 
welfare 
society, 
amounted to $27.29 per capita. 
Slum s Costly L iabilities 
Tills was nearly seven times the 
per capita average for other parts 
of the community. 
It incant that 
every citizen, regardless of wheth­ 
er he had so much as visited those 
slums, was paying tho 
cost 
of 
maintaining them. 
Ami in return 
for tile cost the slum was breed­ 
ing crime and disease 
to 
prey 
upon the population as a whole 
Tile conditions cited are not pe­ 
culiar to this city alone. 
They 
are characteristic, in greater or 
lesser degree, of every clum in Hie 
Flitted States. 
And it is for such 
reasons that the construction of 
adequate housing to shelter men 
and women earning low incomes 
amply justifies itself. 
But the 
problem is not solved merely by 
razing hows of 
tenements 
and

incomes

Experts say til at under 
no circumstances should a home

which costs more 
than twice the family income. Ac­ 
cording to tim Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the average cost of a 
single family dwelling in 25 7 ci­

MUCH BUILDING 
DURING WINTER 


Labor and Materials Can 
Be Obtained Much 
Cheaper 


New developments in materials 
and methods make 
winter 
con­ 
struction 
practical and 
feasible, 
according to the Esc.anaba Better 
Housing Committee. 
Due to the 
plentiful supply of labor and m a ­ 
terials. costs can be kept at a 
nil iii nut rn. 
“ Dry construction” does much 
to eliminate the troubles and dif­ 
ficulties of plastering 
iii 
cold 
weather. 
This leaves the only di­ 
vision that requires special care -- 
concrete and masonry work— for 
special attention. 
A few of the 
basic principles are as follow's: 
Protection and lieut Required 
Prole* ‘ion — When the tempera­ 
ture is below 40 degrees F., mix­ 
ing m ortar and aggregates should 
be heated and the freshly placed 
concrete protected by housing or 
covering and heating. 
Tarpaul­ 
ins should be arranged so that 
boated air can circulate freely be- 
tween the tarpaulin and the fresh­ 
ly placed concrete. 
Heating— Heat may be supplied 
by salamanders or special boiler 
equipment which will maintain a 
temperature of not less than 5 0 
degrees for a period of 7 2 hours 
after placing. 
Heating 
Materials — Foncrete. 
when placed In the form, should 
have a tem perature of not less 
than 70 degrees nor more than 
IOO degrees. 
Either aggregate or 
water or both may be heated, us­ 
ing steam coils or other devices. 
Aggregate 
containing 
frozen 
lumps should 
be 
Independently 
heated, and no materials contain­ 
ing frozen lumps, ice 
or 
snow­ 
s h o e d be allowed to enter the 
mixer. 
Preparation of Forms— Forms 
for the concrete or any surface 


i 
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with which It comes In contact* 
such 
a* 
the 
reinforcem en ts , 
should b** heated so as to remoy* 
any Ire or snow. 
Foncrete should 
not. he placed on a sub-grade thai 
is frozen or on one that contains 
frozen materials. 
Use of Falclum Chloride— Re* 
cent tests by the National Bursate 
of Standards show that the use off. 
calcium 
chloride 
in 
prop* 
amounts is a definite aid in col 
weather concrete work. 
A ddition 
of the calcium chloride inerts***# 
the early strength and Increased 
the flow— two Important consid­ 
erations in cold weather 
work. 
However, the addition of calcium 
chloride 1s not a substitute for 
adequate protection, which should 
he maintained as 
recommended 
above. 
Two pounds of calcium chloride 
should normally he used for each 
bag of cement. 
The common method of uaing 
is to fill a 50 gallon barrel about 
two-thirds full of water and put 
In 200 pounds (two bags), stir 
until the calcium chloride is t h o r ­ 
oughly 
dissolved 
Then 
a d d 
enough water to fill the barrel* 
This will produce 50 gallons of ti 
standard solution having 4 pound*# 
of calcium chloride In a gallon, otj 
pound In a quart. 
After the solution has been pre* 
pared, mix the batch of concrete! 
or cement, mortar In the usual! 
way, except that for each hag od 
cement u»ed, add the necessary 
amount of calcium chloride solo*

EXPLAINS STRIKE 
Escanaba Daily I ’l ess: 
In reference to article in your 
paper of Nov. 23 in regards to pro­ 
test of tho WPA workers in Delta 
county, we are answering and giv­ 
ing our version of this program. 
We believe we are entirely Justified 
In our demands. 
It is our contention that if we go 
to work for 31 cents per hour wo 
are Jeopardizing the 
wage 
scale 
being paid in local industries and 
trades. There is no radical element 
connected with this protest. 
We 
are sincerely exercising our con­ 
stitutional right in demanding a 
living wage. 
For the last. three 
years we have been living on a 
mere subsistance basis, and we feel 
that duo to the extreme climatic 
conditions which this work entails. 
we feel that 150 hours at $44 a 
month Is Inadequate. 
To see men 
working in oxfords instead of prop­ 
er footwear, packing a dinner buck 
et 20 days per month, feeding bin 
'araby, and in some instances pay­ 
ing his own transportation, is in- 
lustlce of the worst sort. 
We are 
lust asking what other WPA work- 
*rs in adjoining states art* getting 
in regards to wages, hours, etc. 
We got BO cents per hour on 
’WA; a year later 40 cents on 
FRA. 
Now they are asking us to 
work for 31 cents per hour. 
There 
are few’ industries to absorb the 
surplus of workers In event of ti 
business revival in this community. 
What with this gradual decline In 
wages each year on 
relief 
Jobs, 
what wage scale will we be forced 
to accept on the next program. The 
rising price of commodities, busi­ 
ness fluctuation, etc., we never get 
any breaks, only to lower our hour­ 
ly rate. 
Understand, this Is maxi­ 
mum that thev want to give to the 
workers on WPA. 
Tho concession granted by local 
administrator to the six bour day 
does not alleviate 
the 
condition 
whatsoever in regards 
to 
total 
amount of hours per month, or 
wages per hour. 
Prior to this we 
worked five seven-hour days per 
week, making a total of 35 hours 
per week. 
Then the proposal that 
we work six six hour 
d a y s 
per 
week, still bringing the hours per 
week to 36.
